iMaey (or 50 ytart or more, and there never yet haa been 
l|iMSof aickneaa among them doe to handling the money. 
■Hi stronger evidence that there is no danger to health 
is the fact that this Government has tor 40 years or more 
hsan maalactDring the particular kind ol paper on which 
tMSaMMey ia printed. The factory is in Masaaehuaetta, and 
thitiBoat hardened atomacb would be turned by a glance 
at JOOM ol>lb« linen rags which are received there every 
day is haiaafactnring the paper. Heaven only knows 
wh w these rags come from— hn^pitala and every other 
I^Hivable place. Tb£ ragt may be full of disease germs, 
^fl^er has there been a case of sickness among the 
iloyes through handling the rags. Still, the Treasury 
Toogly in favor of clean money, becanse that would 
b« best safeguard, of the people against counterfeiting, 
first thing a counterfeiter does after be has finished 
omntsrfeit is to soil the note and make it look as 
•a possible, tor a dirty note is hard to detect, while 
n one would be recognized by almost everyone who 
-JS the money. My idea would he to have Congress 
law remitting the cost of transporting the currency

larges which Banks located at a distance from the 
asary cities rouflT'pay for the transportation of

irelv find « s(Hlr.t hill. If thi' (Invcrnmpiit wtrf to 



enable the Banks to send their soiled notes to Washing- 
tin (cea of charge and get clean money instead without 
aay eosi to thsa, T thiak every Bank la lha ooontry 
would be rrndy to enlist in the clean money crusade. It 
is true that even at present the Bureau ol Engravinf ia 
maaing day and night to prist tka moaay^t la aesdsd. 
aad if such a bill ax I ftuggest xhoiild passwewould have 
to double the capacity pf the Bureau. This would, of 
eoarst, coal a lolot monsy, sad th« asprMs ebargM which 
the Oovernment would have to pay instead ol the Ranks 
would also amount to a heavy tax each year.
